The King in the mean time ſtrove to put out 
ſome from their places of publick employment, 

F:nd to put in others; amongſt the reſt, he put 
out. CMoxntjoy from his Lievtenants place of the 
Tower, and put in another that fſtood faſt to 
his part. The Lower Houſe interprets this 
baſineſſe, as if the King ſtrove to draw all the 
power of Government to himſelfe, and accuſed 
this new Lievtenant before the Upper Houſe, 
for a factious perſon, and who was before 
condemned by the Judges to dye, and there- 
fore a man unfit for ſo weighty an imployment. 
They added farther, that this matter could not 
de withour danger, for he having the command 
of the Tower might deftroy all the City of 
Lindon.

The Parliament beings informed that the King 
was fled to the Scits, ordered that the King 
ſhould be kept at Sourhwell,and 4hburnmham who 
had eſcaped with the King ſhould be ſent to Liw 
dow, both which were diſobeyed, they letting Af 
barnbam eſcape , and carried the King into the 
North to New-caftle , alledging that he was as 
well King of Sco:/ayd as England, and therefore 
they had a Right in diſpoſing him ; bur at laſt it 
was agreed, by the Commillioners of the Parlis 
ment, and ſome of the chief Commanders of the 
Scots Army, that for the ſumme of two hundred 
thouſand Pounds to be preſently payed , they 
would deliver the King acd ſome Garriſons thit 
they had in poſſeſſion, to the Engliſh.

hey offer their humble Petitions to the Houſes, 
that they would not refuſe to condeſcend to 
make peace with the King, and they prevailed ſo 
fare, that at laſt the buſineſs came to a Treaty, 
vith a great deal of ſeeming ſatisfaRion on both 
des, with great applauſe, both of che King, the 
Houſes, and the People ; but afterward there was 
in humble Pgition exhibired to the Parliament, 
mherein ſome deſired that the King might be try- 
ed by the Laws and Juſtice , and all further Trea- 
es with him to be laid aſide ; to which they de- 
ned to give an Anſxer, 
The Army ;and ſome of the Parliament not 
being ſatisfied , they march partly coward News 
I»1,to the King, who now was a Priſoner at 
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Jarge, and conveyed him into Hur Caſtle .

That he had given Commiſſions to his Sonne and 
ethers to wage Warre , that he might exalt his own 
Authority with the high detriment of the (, ommur- 
wealth, whence they concluded, that he was guilty f 
T reaſon, aud ſo he was.a T raitor, a Tyrant, 41d 4 
Enemy to the Common-wealth.
